to -by the Republican conferees proba- 
bly will have passed both houses of 
congress artd be a law at the end of 
the -present week. 


Delays-arid complications now unan- 


ticipated might somevvihat prolong the 
ftual struggle. The 
Republican con- 


ferees 'have been working hard con- 
sulting and arranging the 
details of 


the report which they now believe 
*hey will be able to submit to their 
Democratic colleagues soon. 


The bulk of bins work has 
fallen 


upon the Shoulders of Senator Allison 
and Governor Dineley, who are pre- 
paring the statements of the effect of 
the Changes made by the 
conferees, 


whloh will be submitted to their re- 
spective houses. 


They have had a 
small army of 


eterks at work in the room of the sen- 
ate committee on (finance preparing the 
bill for the printer. If tfcis last can 
fce accomplished during the nig-ht so 
tlutt. the printed foil! can be Isuu he- 
fore the Democrats the 'debate will be- 
gin in the house during the afternoon. 


It is not believed that there will be 


any disposition on the part of the 
Democratic members of tine conference 
to <J*lay the bill In full committee, but 
th* Democrats have bad no meeting co 
determine their course on this point. 
Governor Dingley expressed the opin- 
ion Uiat an hour would be sufficient 
time 1^ which to explain the changes 
made *y ttie conferees -to their minor- 
ity ooiteaeues on tie committee. • 


One or tVvo of the Democrats are in- 


clined to Insist upon a day for delib- 
«r»tions <> 
n *^e changes, but they of 
towee realize that tiey ar-e helpless 
lJ ibe priority desire to report the bill 
Over tieir protest, and inasmuch as 
the Republican leaders of the house 
decided to give two full days for the 
diecussion of the report in the house, 
they probably will acquiesce in the tne 
decision o£ the majority to make the 
report. 


The report must of course be acted 


upon by the house before -it is consid- 
ered IQ the senate. The committee on 
rules will prepare a rule which will

DELEGATES. 


Commercial Repre«entatir«« Discuss the 


Subject of Reciprocity. 


Philadelphia, July 19. — The commer- 


cial representatives of Mexico, Centra'l 
and South America, who recently re- 
turned from their 40-days' tour of the 
industrial centers of the country, as- 
sembled at the Philadelphia Commer- 
cial museum and hekl a symposium on 
the subject of reciprocity. The meet- 
Ing was of a parliamentary nature and 
a number of speeches were made, sev- 
eral of the delegates expressing de- 
cided views on the tariff question. A 
general discussion followed. 


Dr. Gustav Neiverlein, scientific di- 


rector of thi; museum, presided. By 
way of introduction he said: 
"The 


United States congress is now passing 
the tariff bill and in the amendments 
a special power is given to the presi- 
dent to lower the tariff quotation 20 
per cent for i;ach article, which can be 
included in treaties of reciprocity. 


"The question of reciprocity is the 


most difficult in the world's economy, 
and our 
institution has been estab- 


lished with the aim to come nearer 
the solution of this great problem. Our 
congress is a part of this great work, 
necessary to see clearer in the world's 
production and consumption. We lim- 
ited ourselves this time to America as 
the part of the world which not only 
historically and geographically shall be 
considered as one, but which also com- 
mercially and economically have com- 
mon interests." 


The most pronounced free trader of 


the party, Artkur S. Hitchings of Rio 
de Janeiro, had this to say: 
"I beg 


first to signify my sincere thanks for

"In times of low -.^rcr a stranger 


Boeing its current for the first time 
%mild be apt to think slightingly of tho 
Rio Bravo del Korte, as the New'Mexi- 
cans love to call the great river. Mean- 
dering in a small part- of n. very wide 
channel he would see only a little muddy 
stream, for ordinarily nine-tenths of the 
Rio Grande is undorgnmnfl, tho water 
soaking along toward the gulf through 
the sands beneath its f.hnuueL Tho va-- 
ley, bounded evcrywbcic to left aud 
right by mountains or foothills, is saudy, 
and tho water, percohxMng tho sands 
down to hard pau, spreads out on each 
side so that it may always be found 
anywhere in the valley by digging down 
to tho level of tho river's surface. For 
the greater part of tho year tho river 
above ground flows swift and muddy, 
narrowing as it swirls rouud a sand .bar 
and widening over .shallows. But tho 
thing that strikes the stranger most 
queerly is its disappearance altogether 
for reaches, many miles iu Icugth, of 
its channel, which, except, it may be, 
for a water hole here and there, is as 
dry as Sahara. The river is keeping 
right aloug about its business, however, 
aud where a rock reef or clay bed blocks 
its subterranean current it emerges to 
the surface and takes afresh start above 
ground, running as a big stream which, 
farther down, may lose itself iu the 
sands again. 


"It is when tlio floods como down 


that the Rio Grande shows why it re- 
quires so big ii channel for its all the 
year round use aud demonstrates that 
if tho waterway wero even wider it 
would be an advantage to residents 
along its banks. It is fed by a watershed 


of v;;st area ami stoop descent, which 
iu times of rain aud melting suows pre- 
cipitates tho waters rapidly into the 
channel. In .Tuue, when the snow melts 
ou the peaks about its headwaters iu 
Colorado and northern New Mexico, and 
later in tho summer, when heavy show- 
snl 
era and cloudbursts are the order of the 
day, 
tho Rio Grande overflows its banks, 


deluging wido tracts of valley and some- 
times carving ii now channel for itself, 
changing its course for miles. Whore 
the valley is unusually wido ;md sandy, 
as below Islcta aud in the Merilla val- 
ley, tho old channels in which the river 
used to flow ore plainly indicated in the 
landscape. 


"No oiicwho has scon tho ^rent river 


in flood is likely to forget tlie positive 
ferocity it seems to display as its waters 
sweep all before them, ivud woo to tho 
man or beast who is overtaken by them I 
The flood arrives without -warning. The 
sky may bo clear above when the travel- 
er, leisurely jogging across tho wide 
channel, hears his wagon wheels grnto 
upon tho sand with a peculiar sound. It 
means that the waters arc stirring tho 
sands beneath him, nnd then, if ho 
knows the river, he lashes his horse, 
making at nil speed for the nearest 
bank, aud lucky ho is if he reaches it 
safe. The chances are that before he gets 
there ho hears (he roaring of waters up 
the channel and sees them coming dowu 
toward, him with :i front like u wall, 
rolliug forward aud downward as if 
over a fall, with a rising flood behind. 
Many a mtiu and whole wagon trains 
have been overwhelmed in this way, 
aud, 
buried iu sands or cast away on 


desert banks, no human eye has ever 
sceu them again. 


"Tlie great river lias its pleasing and 


romantic aspect, so fascinating that it is 
a saying among people who live in its 
valley that 'whosoever drinks of its wa- 
ters and departs will come again to seek 
them.' Like the Nile, the Rio Graudu 
enriches tho soil of its valley to tho 
poiut of inexhaustible fertility. Along 
its banks iu New Mexico are fields that 
for two centuries have been cultivated 
yearly, yielding great crops, and they 
aro as productive today as when they 
first were tilled. Irrigating ennuis, call- 
ed uceqnias madras (mother ditches), 
convey water from the river to be dis- 
tributed 1 hrongh little gates to the fields
